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Launch  Phase  II  of  Capital  Funds  Campaign 


Candler  Building  will 
Be  New  Alumnae  Center 

The  Candler  building,  former  li- 
brary, is  to  be  renovated  for  use  as 
an  Alumnae  Center.  Approval  to  pro- 
ceed at  once  was  given  at  the  recent 
meeting  of  the  Board  of  Trustees. 
This  action  represents  the  fulfillment 
of  a dream  long  cherished  by  many 
alumnae. 

Upon  completion  of  the  renovation 
next  year  the  entire  second  floor  will 
be  given  over  to  alumnae  activities. 
Mrs.  Frances  Van  Horn,  Alumnae 
Director;  Mrs.  Helen  Booth,  her 
secretary;  and  Mrs.  Freda  K.  Nadler, 
Alumnae  Editor,  will  have  their  of- 
fices in  this  building.  The  ground 
floor  will  be  used  for  seminars  and 
meetings  by  the  entire  College  as  well 
as  the  surrounding  community.  The 
Office  of  Information  Services  will 
also  be  located  there. 

The  large  oval  reading  room  of 
‘‘the  most  beautiful  building  on  the 
campus”  is  to  house  a collection  of 
Wesleyana,  to  be  known  as  the  Heri- 
tage Room.  Many  items  donated  over 
the  years  by  alumnae  and  friends  will 
be  displayed  here.  New  gifts  are  being 
received  by  the  Alumnae  Office  since 
the  Trustee^s  action. 

The  Wesleyan  Alumnae  Associa- 
tion has  presented  $60,000  toward 
the  renovation,  given  over  three 
decades  toward  an  alumnae  center. 

Architectural  plans  have  been  com- 
pleted by  Dennis  and  Dennis,  Macon, 
to  include  a kitchen,  a new  stairway 
at  the  rear  of  the  building  to  meet 
safety  requirements,  air  conditioning, 
a kitchen,  and  installation  of  an  ele- 
vator. 

Working  with  the  Building  Com- 
mittee of  the  Trustees  are  Mrs.  Mc- 


The  Wesleyan  College  Board  of 
Trustees  at  their  October  meeting  ap- 
proved launching  a second  phase  of  a 
capital  gifts  campaign.  Randolph  W. 
Thrower  of  Atlanta,  Board  Chair- 
man, was  elected  National  Chairman 
of  the  fund-raising  drive.  Trustees 
Leo  B.  Huckabee,  Jr.,  of  Macon,  and 
Rufus  K.  Green,  of  Atlanta,  were 
elected  chairmen  of  the  campaigns  to 
be  conducted  in  their  respective  areas. 

In  Phase  I of  the  Campaign,  which 
ended  this  year,  a total  of  $2.25  mil- 
lion was  raised  on  a campaign  goal  of 
$1.5  million. 

Accepting  the  over-all  chairman- 
ship, Mr.  Thrower  stated  that  Wes- 
leyan is  going  into  this  second  phase 
with  enthusiasm  and  confidence  that 
will  exceed  the  Phase  I effort.  Point- 
ing out  that  the  goal  of  the  campaign 
will  not  be  set  until  the  preliminary 
plans  are  completed,  he  said,  “All 
funds  that  come  in  will  be  used  to 
increase  the  endowment  and  provide 
for  certain  plant  improvements.” 

President  W.  Earl  Strickland,  ex- 
pressing his  appreciation  for  the  sup- 
port given  by  all  of  Wesleyan^s  con- 
stituency, stated  that  all  indications 
pointed  toward  a successful  cam- 
paign. “We  plan  to  launch  the  Macon 
effort  in  January  and  continue  in  At- 
lanta during  March.”  He  also  said

Four  gifts,  totalling  approxi- 
mately $3/4  million  were  an- 
nounced by  Campaign  Chairman 
Randolph  Thrower  at  the  Spon- 
sors’ Dinner  Tuesday  night,  Dec. 
5,  in  the  Anderson  Dining  Room, 
setting  in  motion  Phase  II  of  Wes- 
leyan’s Capital  Funds  Campaign. 

Advance  gifts  included  half  a 
million,  $43,000,  $200,000,  $3,000, 
and  $5,000,  also  $60,000  given  by 
the  Wesleyan  Alumnae  Assn,  to- 
ward renovation  of  the  Candler 
building  into  an  Alumnae  Center. 

Some  200  friends  of  the  College 
attended  the  dinner,  lieard  Presi- 
dent Strickland  speak  on  the  needs 
of  the  College.  The  Wesleyan nes 
sang.

Greetings  from  China 

When  Don  Carter,  executive  edi- 
tor of  the  Macon  TELEGRAPH 
AND  NEWS,  returned  from  the 
People’s  Republic  of  China,  which  he 
visited  this  fall  with  a group  of  news- 
papermen, he  brought  back  gifts  for 
President  Strickland  and  for  the  alum- 
nae of  Wesleyan.  Because  of  her  ill- 
ness he  was  unable  to  see  the  donor, 
Soong  Ching  Ling  (Mrs.  Sun  Yat 
Sen),  vice  chairman  of  the  PRC  and 
widow  of  its  first  president. 

As  Ching  Ling,  this  famous  lady 
was  graduated  from  Wesleyan  in 
1913.  Little  had  been  heard  from  her 
for  years  until  Freda  K.  Nadler,  edi- 
tor of  Wesleyan  College  NOW, 
wrote  to  her  in  May  of  this  year, 
telling  her  she  had  applied  for  a visa 
to  the  PRC  and  sending  her  materials 
from  the  college. 

“I  welcome  your  opening  sentence, 
‘Greetings  from  Wesleyan  College’ 
and  echo  it  with  ‘Greetings  to  Wes- 
leyan College’  ”,  wrote  the  alumna 
from  Peking.  She  continued,  ‘‘When- 
ever you  come,  perhaps  other  Wes- 
leyan alumnae  too,  you  will  have  a 
fascinating  experience  in  getting  ac- 
quainted with  our  reborn  country  and 
people  expressed  by  the  positive  devel- 
opments in  every  aspect  of  life.  In- 
deed, the  Chinese  people  are  deeply 
engrossed  in  contributing  their  best 
to  the  building  of  a genuine  socialist 
society,  whether  it  be  in  industry, 
agriculture,  education,  science,  tech- 
nolog>^,  medicine,  or  through  culture, 
art,  literature  and  political  activity. 

“Your  letter  awakens  many  Wes- 
leyan memories  and  recollections.
